Camp  Rucker  lies  in  a  triangle  formed  by 
the  towns  of  Ozark,  Enterprise,  and  Dothan, 
in  the  southeastern  corner  of  Alabama.  Part 
of  the  reservation  is  a  former  government  re- 
creation area  and  contains  a  thousand  acre 
lake  which  is  now  used  for  soldier  recreation. 
One  of  the  newest  of  Army  posts,  it  was 
named  after  Colonel  Edmund  W.  Rucker,  an 
outstanding  officer  of  the  Civil  War.
